speaker supposed such disposition would
not now be made. Air. l? urstenhiem sug
gested that a committee be appointed to
call on Gen. Greene for that fund to be de
voted to the relief of the poor.

The suggestion was adopted, and Dr. K
W. Mitchell. Noland Fontaine and J. W
Clf pp were appointed on the committee
Ibis land amounts to n 4 .

MORE belief wanted.
Chairman Latham made another appeal

on behalf of the suffering poor, suggesting
that further action be taken to increase
the fund.

Judge R. J. Morgan moved that the
matter be referred to the Taxing-Distri-

Board, and that all collections be by them
added to the fund they will bave for such
purposes.

President iiadden suggested mat a com
mittee be appointed to solicit subscrip-
tions. There would be a rash for relief
at the office of the Taxing-Distri- govern
ment, and he would take pleasure in mak-
ing the best use of the small re ief found
in hand, but he assured tiie meeting that
there was not sufficient to afford much
relief.

Judge Morgan revised his motion to tbe
effect that the Board of Commissioners of
the Taxing-Distri- appoint committees
from among citizens to oliect tunds to be
disbursed by the commissioners, and in
that form the motion was adopted.
